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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group I (Claim 1) in the reply filed on October 
29, 2010 is acknowledged. Non-elected claims 2-6 have been cancelled by Applicant.

claims are directed.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

The phrase "e.g." (line 1) renders the claim indefinite because it is unclear whether the 
limitation(s) following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 
Note: "redial" (line 7) should be: -radial--. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) The invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use 
or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

8. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by either German Patent 
DE-OS 3,144,385 to Burkowsky or US Patent 5,335,729 to Turner et al. 

Burkowsky disclose a method for joining a coupling element (3) to a pipe (2), said 
coupling element surrounding the pipe and having grooves (5) facing the pipe (2) and intended to 
receive a corresponding plurality of beads (11) provided on the pipe (2), characterized in the 
steps of: providing said coupling element (3) to surround the pipe (2) at an end region thereof 
(see Fig. 1); providing a first and dedicated radial directed pressing action on the inside wall of 
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the pipe at axial locations of the pipe corresponding to location of said grooves (5) on the 
surrounding coupling element (3) to deform the pipe (2) thereat to create said beads and cause 
said beads to project into said grooves, and providing a second and dedicated radial directed 
post-pressing action on the inside wall of the pipe at buckled-in regions (18) of the pipe wall that 
naturally occur between and adjacent the created beads during and caused by the first pressing 
action, to cause a post-pressing of said regions in an outward direction, thereby providing an 
outward tension in the pipe at the location of the coupling element (see Fig. 2). 

Turner et al disclose a method for joining a coupling element (10) to a pipe (26), 
said coupling element surrounding the pipe and having grooves (14) facing the pipe (26) and 
intended to receive a corresponding plurality of beads (see Fig. 3B) provided on the pipe (2), 
characterized in the steps of: providing said coupling element (10) to surround the pipe (26) at an 
end region thereof (see Fig. 2C); providing a first and dedicated radial directed pressing action 
(by element 94) on the inside wall of the pipe at axial locations of the pipe corresponding to 
location of said grooves (14) on the surrounding coupling element (10) to deform the pipe (26) 
thereat to create said beads and cause said beads to project into said grooves (see Fig. 2C and 
6A), and providing a second and dedicated radial directed post-pressing action (by element lied 
between projector 94, see Fig. 6B) the on the inside wall of the pipe at buckled-in regions of the 
pipe wall that naturally occur between and adjacent the created beads during and caused by the 
first pressing action (see Fig. 6A), to cause a post-pressing of said regions in an outward 
direction, thereby providing an outward tension in the pipe at the location of the coupling 
element (see Col. 4, lines 26-30). 
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Conclusion 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Prior art references cited for their teaching of cold joining a coupling member to the 
pipe.
